Dr. Matthew Shotwell 
has recently began offer¬ 
ing an alternative method 
for heart catheterization to 
his patients. Instead of the 
traditional procedures, he 
can now perform a transra¬ 
dial artery catheterization, 
where a puncture is made in 
the radial artery in the wrist 
and a guidewire is inserted 
and moved toward the heart. 
Once the area of the heart 
is reached, the guidewire is 
removed and the catheter 
is then injected with an io¬ 
dine-based contrast where 
the doctor can then perform 
either a diagnostic test or can 
intervene with a blockage or 
build up of plaque with the 
insertion of a stent to open 
up the artery. 

In contrast to the femoral 
artery or groin procedure, the 
patient spends less time in 
recovery and is able to sit up 
and become ambulatory, or 
walk around, sooner. Tradi¬ 
tional heart catheterizations 
require the patient to lie flat 
for several hours to prevent 
bleeding or the development 
of a hemotoma or swelling 
with pressure applied to the 
area. 

The transradial proce¬ 
dure alleviates the post-pro- 
edural pain problem some 
patients experience with the 
tranfemoral procedure. The 
transradial procedure works 
well for certain patients 
such as the obese, elderly 


and women. Where sand¬ 
bags were once placed on the 
groin area, now a clear plas¬ 
tic watchband is worn on the 
wrist over the procedure site 
and pressure is applied to the 
vein and released a little at a 
time. 

The first person in Mason 
County to receive this new 
procedure was Bob England 
of Augusta. The 73 year old 
had had a transfemoral car¬ 
diac chatheterization from 
Dr. Shotwell seven years ago 
at a Cincinnati hospital. He 
had experienced some bleed¬ 
ing after the procedure, that 
revealed he had a blockage 
and three stents were put into 
his heart. Due to the exces¬ 
sive bleeding, he was hospi¬ 
talized. 

When Dr. Shotwell re¬ 
turned to the Maysville area. 


England scheduled a visit to 
have some heart health is¬ 
sues checked. Due to those 
issues, they talked about the 
two types of heart catheter¬ 
izations and decided to go 
with the new transradial pro¬ 
cedure. 

Since his return in No¬ 
vember, Dr. Shotwell is again 
an active medical staff with 
hospital privileges at Mead- 
owview Regional Medical 
Center in Maysville. 

Dr. Eric Lohman of Ohio 
Valley Heart will also be of¬ 
fering the procedure to his 
patients at Meadowview.

Is the commandment to abstain from 
killing absolute or relative? Is it 
permissible to kill in wartime or in 
self-defense? Is it permitted to kill in 
order to eat? Nowhere does Jesus 
condemn the soldier, and it could be 
argued that the respect for the 
sanctity of life sometimes requires us 
to kill. Someone who is on a 
murderous rampage and who can 
only be stopped by being killed 
would seem to justify killing. Soldiers 
and police often kill to protect life, 
including their own. But killing 



should always be done with 
judgment and forbearance, including 
the killing that is done in order to eat. 
Peace is always preferable to war, 
and one should consider violence or 
killing only as a last resort. Consider 
the story of King David, who is not 
allowed to build the temple because 
he has blood on his hands. The 
responsibility for building the temple 
is passed to his son Solomon.

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Augusta woman 
indicted for SSI and 
Health Care Fraud 

An Augusta, woman is ac¬ 
cused of fraudulently collect¬ 
ing money and benefits from 
federal and state assistance 
programs for approximately 
six years. 

A federal grand jury in 
Covington returned an indict¬ 
ment on February 14 charging 
47-year-old Yvonne Campbell 
with Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) and health care 
fraud. Eight other Kentuckians 
were charged in separate cases 
with similar offenses. 

According to the indict¬ 
ments, Campbell fraudulently 
obtained benefits from SSA 
and Medicaid by concealing 
and intentionally failing to 
disclose to SSA her true liv¬ 
ing arrangement and financial 
resources. 

As part of her scheme to 
qualify herself and her daugh¬ 
ter for benefits, starting in Feb¬ 
ruary 2006 and continuing to 
February 2012, Campbell al¬ 
legedly told the SSA that she 
had divorced her husband and 
was not receiving financial 
support. In reality, Campbell 
lived with her husband and 
they shared living expenses. 

Had SSA known Camp¬ 
bell’s true living arrangement 
and financial resources, she 
would have been ineligible for 
SSI, or their eligibility would 
have been reduced greatly. 

SSI is a cash assistance 
program designed to provide 
financial assistance to elderly 
and disabled people who have 
little or no income or resourc¬ 
es. Based on an agreement be¬ 
tween Kentucky and the SSA, 
Kentuckians who are eligible 
for SSI also qualify for Med¬ 
icaid coverage. 

Kerry B. Harvey, U.S. 
Attorney for the Eastern Dis¬ 
trict of Kentucky and Guy 
P. Fallen, Special Agent in 
Charge, Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration jointly made the 
announcement. The investi¬ 
gation was conducted by the 
SSA. Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Chris Nasson represents the 
U.S. Attorney’s Office in this 
case. 

A date for Campbell to ap¬ 
pear in court has not yet been 
set. If convicted, Campbell 
faces up to five years in prison. 
However, any sentence follow¬ 
ing a conviction would be im¬ 
posed after the Court reviews 
the U.S. Sentencing Guide¬ 
lines and the federal statutes.

Lexington man 
sentenced to 96 
months for 
Bank Robbery 

Afederaljudge sentenced 
a Lexington, Ky., man to 96 
months in prison for robbing 
a bank in Maysville, Ky., in 
May of last year. 

U.S. District Judge 
Danny C. Reeves sentenced 
36-year-old Patrick Andrew 
Donald Tuesday for bank 
robbery. 

Donald previously ad¬ 
mitted that he and an ac¬ 
complice robbed the Secu¬ 
rity Trust Bank in Maysville, 
Ky., on May 16, 2012. Ac¬ 
cording to testimony at Don¬ 
ald’s sentencing hearing, the 
two men entered the bank 
dressed in winter clothing 
and demanded money from 
three tellers. Donald’s ac¬ 
complice insinuated that he 
had a gun and used his hand 
to conceal a metal object in 
his coat pocket. The accom¬ 
plice then repeatedly pound¬ 
ed the counter in front of the 
tellers with this object as he 
demanded money. 

Because the metal object 
was considered a dangerous 
weapon and used to commit 
the robbery, Donald received 
an enhanced sentence. 

Donald pleaded guilty 
to the robbery in September 
2012 . 

Under federal law, Don¬ 
ald must serve at least 85 
percent of his prison sen¬ 
tence and will be under the 
supervision of the U.S. Pro¬ 
bation Office for three years 
following his release. 

Kerry B. Harvey, United 
States Attorney for the East¬ 
ern District of Kentucky, 
Perrye K. Turner, Special 
Agent in Charge of the FBI’s 
Louisville Field Office, Ron¬ 
ald Rice, Chief of Police, 
Maysville Police Department 
and Ronnie Bastin, Chief of 
Police, Lexington Fayette 
Urban County Government 
jointly, jointly announced the 
sentence. 

The investigation was 
conducted by the FBI, the 
Maysville Police Depart¬ 
ment, and the Lexington Po¬ 
lice Department.

Howdy Folks! Just 
when we were beginning to 
enjoy the daylight before we 
left home for work. Daylight 
Savings Time kicks in this 
Sunday, and our workday 
will once again begin in the 
dark! Since 2007, Daylight 
Savings Time has been 
established as beginning with 
the second Sunday in March 
and ending with the first 
Sunday in November. DST 
was actually conceived way 
back in 1784 by Benjamin 
Franklin, but throughout 
its history, daylight savings 
time has been controversial. 
States and even entities 
within states had the 
authority to adjust time 
change which created a lot 
of confusion especially for 
the transportation industry. 
During WWII, President 
Franklin Roosevelt instituted 
year round daylight savings 
time as a means of conserving 
energy from February 9, 
1942, until September 30, 
1945, with this period in 
American history referred to 
as “War Time”. From then 
until 1966 there were no 
Federal laws or regulations 
and time was literally a 
personal or local decision. 
We read only eight pages 
of material of our Google 
Search regarding daylight 
savings time which was 
enough to make us realize 
that standardization of time 
in our modern society is a 
necessity, and while these old 
bones do not relish change, 
we will eventually adjust, 
whether we like it or not! 

Some things that time 
never seems to change are 
the practices of littering and 
illegal dumping along our 
county and state roads.

Nuisance plants can 
interfere with driving, 
damage infrastructure 

Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet crews will begin 
treating for noxious and nui¬ 
sance weeds throughout the 
state this month. The treat¬ 
ments aid in controlling the 
spread of undesirable plants 
along state highway rights of 
way. 

The cabinet, in accor¬ 
dance with KRS 176.051, 
targets Johnson grass, giant 
foxtail, Canada thistle, nod¬ 
ding thistle, multifiora rose, 
black nightshade, wild cu¬ 
cumber and kudzu. 

Property owners can 
learn more about specific 
treatments in their areas by 
contacting their district high¬ 
way office. Visit www.trans- 
portation.ky.gov and click 
on the map for district con¬ 
tact information. 

Left uncontrolled, nox¬ 
ious weeds can grow so 
large that they interfere with 
a driver’s line of vision on 
highways. They can also 
damage pavement and em¬ 
bankments and clog ditches, 
causing drainage problems. 

Noxious weeds often 
invade and destroy the road¬ 
side turf grass, leaving these 
areas vulnerable to erosion. 
They can also smother native 
plants through rapid repro¬ 
duction and long-term per¬ 
sistence. 

Motorists are reminded 
to use extra caution when 
crews spraying for weeds are 
out on the roadways.

The break in action wouldn’t 
help the Eagles too much as 
they struggled to score, as 
did Augusta. The two teams 
combined for 18 points in the 
quarter, 11 of them from the 
Panthers to bring them with¬ 
in 43-39 going into the 4th 
quarter. It would be a tight 
game most of the final pe¬ 
riod as Augusta stayed close 
but never could get ahead. 
They did make it interesting 
though. On numerous occa¬ 
sions the Panthers closed to 
within 2 points but Scott had 
an answer for Augusta each 
time. Tanner Kelsch hit a 
three pointer to make it 62- 
59 and a timeout stopped the 
game with 0.7 seconds to go. 
Augusta got the steal they 
hoped for but Camryn Snapp 
was inside the 3 point line 
and time expired as his shot 
bounced off the rim. Augusta 
ended the season, one of their 
most memorable, at 21 -11. 

“We played hard, espe¬ 
cially in the second half, but 
just couldn’t get any breaks 
to go our way,” said Coach 
Hinson, “Hate this for our se¬ 
niors but we’ll be back strong 
next year. We had a lot of 


success this season and we’ll 
look to build on that for next 
year.”

Provided, 
however, in the event a party of this action is the successful bidder at the sale of the 
property by the Master Commissioner, then the said party, upon payment of the court costs 
and sale expenses and any liens or judgments that have been given priority herein over 
the lien and judgment of said successful bidder/party, shall have its bid credited against its 
judgment herein. 

If the purchaser(s) fails to comply with the terms of the sale then, in such event, the 
Master Commissioner shall immediately resell the property upon the same terms and 
conditions as set forth herein, excepting only any necessary changes in the time and date of 
sale. Possession of the property herein sold shall be given to the purchaser after payment 
in full of the purchase price and confirmation of the sale by the Bracken Circuit Court. 
Pursuant to the Judgment herein, the purchaser shall be required to assume and pay all ad 
valorem property taxes assessed against the property for 2013 and all subsequent years 
thereafter. The title interest of the parties to the lawsuit will be conveyed without warranty 
by the Master Commissioner to the purchaser and the purchaser shall receive a deed to 
property upon payment of the purchase price in full (and costs of sale, if applicable) and 
after confirmation of the sale by Bracken Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemption 
if the property does not sell for two-thirds of its appraised value.
